They were struggling 
for their lives and screaming for help. On hearing 
their screams, Shri Ravubha Damubha, who happened to 
be around rushed to their rescue. He immediately plunged 

into the sea and rescued the helpless girls one by one. 

He could thus save the lives of eight girls by making 

successive trips into the sea. He also tried to rescue the 

remaining three girls who were getting swept away but 
could not succeed because of too much exhaustion. In 
the process, he collapsed in the se.i and was taken out by 
other villagers and rushed to (he hospital but he died 
before reaching the hospital. 

Shri Ravubha Damubha Gohil displayed exemplary 
courage and promptitude in saving the lives of eight drown¬ 
ing girls. While trying to rescue three more girls he 
sacrificed his own life.

The other two girls who 
drifted into deep waters were crying for help. Kumari 
Surmesh again jumped into the pond to rescue them. But 
both (he desperate girls firmly causht hold of her making 
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her movements difficult and Kumari Surmesh herself ftlong- 
vvith the two girls drowned. 

Kumari Surmesh displayed conspicuous courage of a very 
high order in saving the lives of 3 girls and In the process 
of saving the lives of two other girls, she sacrificed her 
own life.

He 
immediately jumped into the river and caught one of the 
drowning boys Shri Sanjaya Bharti and dragged him 
ashore. Again he jumped into the river and rescued 
another boy Shri Bahise Bellai.

This resulted ip the instant death of 14 persons 
Including 5 women and 3 children. Shri Raiendra Singh 
made valiant efforts to save the lives of the tranped Demons. 
Undaunted bv the ratrng fire, he entered the burning 
but -ind brought two children out. Though he could save 
the lives of the two children, ne lost his life in the 
process. 

Shri Raiendra Singh displayed conspicuous courage and 
nromntltudc in saving the lives of two hapless children 
but in the process sacrificed his own life.

After much struggle, he located the 
boy, lifted him up on his back and swam towards Ihe 
river bank. As the bank was far off, he started to swim 
down-stream with the boy on his back towards a roeky 
boulder. However, as the under current wus too severe 
to withstand his grip on the rock, ho quickly helped the 
boy climb the rocky boulder. The boy on climbing the 
rocky boulder held on to the rescuer's arm with a view 
to prevent him from being washed away but the roaring 
wator currents failed the boy to hold him on and thus 
drowned the exhausted rescuer. After some time, two 
boatmen reached the spot and rescued the JCO as well as 
the boy. The JCO was rushed to the local health centre 
where he was declared dead. 

Subedar Paras Nath Yadav showed conspicuous courage 
and promptitude in saving the life of a twelve year old 
boy and in the process lost his own life.

On 24th March, 1991, a bus carrying 26 passengers from 
Khalsi to Hanuthang skidded and fell into the Indus river 
near village Achinathang, District Ladhak (J&K).

the 25 passengers on his shoulders, one by one, to safety 
by ferrying 25 times over a distance of 25 feet in 8 to 10 
feet deep water. He administered first aid to them and 
kept them warm. 

Sub Inspector Karam Singh showed exemplary courage 
and promptitude in saving the lives of 25 persons unmind¬ 
ful of the risk to his own life.

Shri Chandra 
Lai was driving the jeep, About 26 kms away from Joshimath, 
suddenly a few stones fell from a rock and damaged the jeep. 
Shri Chandra Lai was seriously injured and also had a frac¬ 
ture in the right hand. He sensed the gravity of the situa¬ 
tion, as the jeep would certainly fall into the river below and 
persons in the jeep would die and maneuvered the jeep in 
such a way that it hit a hill side rock and came to a halt. 
By then, he became unconscious. All the injured persons 
were taken to Primary Health Centre. Shri Chandra Lai 
being seriously injured was taken to Distt.

On 15th February, 1990, Chlorine gas leaked out in large 
quantity from a commercial gas cylinder Inside a shellac 
factory and four persons died instantly. Many people were 
seriously affected by the poisonous gas and the entire locality 
was panic-stricken. In that very grave circumstance, Shri 
Tulshi Mondal showed exemplary courage and entered the 
factory premises in a bid to remove the leaking gas cylinder. 
At the first instance he had to retreat due to heavy fumes of 
the pungent gas.

Suddenly, they saw Gentleman Cadet Tarun 
Vig going on a cycle with speed towards the causeway and 
shouting for help as his cycle was out of control. Gentleman 
Cadet Tarun Vig somehow managed to stop the cycle and 
dismounted on the causeway which was under water, but 
could not hold on because of the fast current of water. 
Gentleman Cadet Prem Kumar ran towards him but Tarun 
Vig fell into the water and was swept away by the current. 
Prem Kumar at once jumped into the water and swam upto 
Tarun Vig. He pushed him towards the river bank to safety 
and with this timely help he regained control and managed to 
get away from the fast current. However, in his endeavour 
to save his colleague, Prem Kumar got down into the fast 
current and whirlpool, He tried to swim towards the bank 
but inspite of bis best efforts was swept away by the fast flow¬ 
ing stream. 

Gentleman Cadet Prem Kumar showed exemplary courage 
and promptitude in saving the life of his colleague from 
drowning and in the process sacrificed his own life, 
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28. Major Nnrender Singh Grew a], ( Posthumous )

4972, Model Town, Ludhiana, 

Punjab. 

Major Narendei Singh Grewal was rowing coach for the 
national lowing squad for Asian Games, 1990 and on 28th 
July, 1990, he was detailed an Safety Officer for the conduct 
of the trials. His boat was behind the competitors and the 
umpire boat. While the boats were returning after the race 
was over, his boat suddenly stopped. Inspito of his prompt 
efforts to restart it, the boat started drifting towards one of 
the existing cuts in the weir down stream of the river. Sen¬ 
sing the danger, he ordered other boats not to approach his 
boat and ordered to look after Shri C.P. Jacob, an official 
of the sports Authority of India, a non-sw imm er. Even when 
being certain that his boat \yas about to topple over the weir, 
he directed all occupants to keep their cool and advised them 
not to leave hold of the boat. He was the last to get thrown 
out of the boat. Even after having got thrown out, he kept 
on directing all around to look after the safety of Shri Jacob. 
He lost his life presumably by either hitting a boulder or a 
stone in the gushing waters of the river find the water fall. 

Major Grewal showed conspicuous courage and devotion 
to duty under trying conditions unmindful of the inherent risk 
and in the process made the supreme sacrifice.

On 12th April, 1990, a woman while crossing the Vendur- 
athy bridge fell into the Ernakulam channel and was being 
swept away by fast currents. She was struggling for her life 
and was drowning. Though a large crowd gathered on the 
bridge, none dared to rescue the hapless woman. Jai Prakash 
LPT II who happened to be crossing the bridge at that time 
rushed to her rescue. He immediately jumped into the channel 
from the 30- feel high bridge and swam about 200 metres 
to reach the drowning woman. He caught hold of her and 
forced her head above water. He swam back to the shore 
firmly holding the woman. He gave first aid to her and 
rushed her to INHS Sanjivani for medical treatment.

The patrol paity saw a bullock cait 
with two persons sitting on it approaching the crossing site 
on the ditch of the ditch-cum-bund which was filled with 
w r ater. While crossing, one of the bullocks lost balance and 
fell into the ditch and dragged the cart into water. Both the 
persons on the cart fell Into water and were drowning. On 
seeing this, Havildar Tej Bahadur Khattri removed his equip¬ 
ment and plunged into the ditch, He successfully rescued 
one of the drowning persons arid brought him ashore. He 
again plunged into water to save the other drowning person. 
He could locate him only after 20 minutes in an unconscious 
state. The person was rushed to the civil hospital at Ranbir 
Singh Pura whore he was declared dead. 

Havildar Tej Bahadur Khattri showed exemplary courage 
and promptitude in saving the life of a drowning man un¬ 
mindful of the risk involved to his own life,

On 21st September, 1989, 2/Lientenant Vikas Kolhe was 
travelling in an one-tone vehicle alongwith Major and Mrs.

Due to mechanical failure the vehicle 
hit the cliff side and started falling into a ravine. 2/Lieutc- 
nant Kolhe displayed remarkable presence of mind 


in quickly catching the young child and jumping clear off 
the falling vehicle. In the process he rolled over for about 
300 feet and was able to save the life of the child. 

Unmindful of his own injuries, on seeing Mrs. Rabindia 
Kumar dead, he organised the evacuation and hospitalisa¬ 
tion of Major Kumar who later succumbed to injuries.
